REWARDING HEROES OF SANTIAGO 


Thanks of Congress Will 60 to Every Man. 
Confer 


ence on the Subject with Captains Who 


Defeated Cevera's Fleet 


PRESIDENT PROMOTES 


PHILIPPINE FIGHTERS 


•Washington, Jan. !.—Th« president 


has again taken up the question of re- 
warding the naval officers who par- 
ticipated in the destruction of Cervera's 
fleet off Santiago, and his final conclu- 
sions will be embodied shortly in recom- 
mendations to congress either In the 
form of a renewal of the advancement 
of Hear Admiral Sampson and the offi- 
cers under him by numbers, with per- 
haps some modifications—the scheme 
which the senate refused to ratify last 
spring—or according to some/ other 
method. The secretary of the navy in 
his report recommended as an alterna- 
tive proposition legislation on the line 
of a bill which provides for three classes 
of medals—one for conspicuous conduct 
in war, one for extraordinary heroism 
and one for general meritorious service, 
the first to carry with it a percentage of 
increas* of pay, based upon the rank of 
the recipient and calculated to take the 
place of the increase which would be the 
result of promotion were that form of 
reward given. 


Either method would contemplate In 


addition the thanks of congress to the 
commander-in-chief o* the North At- 
lantic squadron and the officers and men 
under his command. There also has 
been a suggestion of creating the grade 
of vice admiral for the benefit of Rear 
Admirals Sampson and Bchley. 


As a result of the Sampson-Sehley con- 


troversy, the reward of all the subord- 
inate officers in the North Atlantic 
squadron has been blocked up to this 
time, and it Is the urgent desire of both 
the president and Secretary Long that 
justice be done to them, and that they 
obtain the rewards which they have 
earned. 


Preliminary to the president's decision 


upon this course of action, the president 
and Secretary Long yesterday had a 
consultation with eight of the Sentiago 
captains at the White House. The naval 
officers present were: Chadwick of the 
New York, Cook of the Brooklyn, Clark 
of the Oregon, Philip (now rear ad- 
miral) of the Texts, Fvans of the Iowa, 
Higginson (now rear admiral) of the 
Massachusetts, Folger of the New Or- 
leans and Lieutenant Commander Wain- 


wrlght of the Gloucester. 
Sampson was not present. 


These commanding officers wer^ es- 


pecially invited by the president, who 
desired to hear from their own lips the 
story of the battle of Santiago, the gen- 
eral movements and difficulties of the 
campaign, including the cruise of the 
flying squadron In search of Ceivera's 
fleet and their own ideas as to the 
method of conf erring the rewards. For 
almost two hours the captaiiis talked 
with the president, who manifested keen 
interest in their personal accounts of the 
stirring events of the south coast of 
Cuba. Some of the controverted ques- 
tions were gone into at length. 


The concensus of opinion of the naval 


officers, as developed at the conference, 
seemed to favor—the method of reward 
recommended by Secretary Long—the 
conferring of medals which would carry 
with them a.percentage of increase of 
pay in lieu of advancement by numbers. 
This would compensate for actual pro- 
motion both by giving increased pay 
and by giving to the recipients distinc- 
tion which would mark them for future 
service. At the same time in some cases 
it would work hardship; as, for instance, . rvrtQ 
in the case of Captain Clark.

Troops In South Africa, 


Pilcher Follows the Example 


Set by French. 


Capture of a Camp at Sunnyside 


Considered of Importance. 


Late Reports Show Superior Tactics Adopted 


by French at Colesberg. 


T-iondon, Deo. 3.—General French has 


been constantly maneuvering, and has 
compelled the Dutch to evacuate two 
good positions by turning movements In 
place of frontal attacks. His success is 
due to good leadership and to the mo- 
bility of his forces. This success, In a 
measure, makes safer Methuen's com- 
munications, since the Colesberg Boers 
ore pushed back to the east and no 
longer threaten the railroad up which 
Methuen's supplies must come. 
This 


line is also made safer by another Brit- 
ish victory, just reported. 


Colonel Pilcher, operating apparently 


from Belmoat, on Methuen's line of 
communication, on Monday, defeated j 
a force of Boers at Sunnyside laager, | 
twenty odd miles northwest of Belmont 
and a trifle farther south of Modder 
River Camp, in the triangle formed by 
the convergence of the B eit and Orange 
rivers. 
Pilcher, with a loss of two 


killed and a lieutenant wounded, drove 
the Boers out, and took 40 prisoners, be- 
sides the wounded. 


A dispatch from Dover Farm says: 


The colonial troops, ffho have been 
longing to be allowed to meet the Boers, 
have at last been given an opportunity 
to do so and scored a. brilliant success. 
A raid conducted by Colonel Pilcher was 
very difficult, owing to the faot that the 
movements of the troops are usually 
communicated, to the Boers by natives. 


Upon ascertaining that the veldt on 


the right of the enemy was clear, Major 
De Rougemont ordered the guns to a 
trot. They arrived1 within 1500 yards of 
the laager, unlimbered and planted five 
shells, in as many minutes, withla the 
laager. 


Immediately the enemy could be seen 


streaming over the kopje. They were 
completely surprised, but quickly opened 
a well-directed fire. The British artil- 
lery shelled the position with wonderful 
accuracy, while Lieutenant Ryan, with 
mounted infantry, worked round and | 
completely uncovered the fire of thtf 
Boers, who had been ensconced in the 
bushes. 


Meanwhile Colonel Pilcher, with the 


Queenslanders, taking advantage of 
every cover, made a direct attack, the 
Australians mov» j slowly, but surely, 
and only shooting when they saw the 
enemy retiring under their steady fire. 
The Queenslanders behaved with great 
coolness. 


During the advance the Boer fire sud- 


denly ceased. Thirty-five Boers hoisted 
a white flag and surrendered. A portion j 
o£ the Torontos moved across the front | 
of the guns and entered the laager. The ' 
Boers had fled. Fourteen tents, three 
wagons, a great store of rifles, ammuni- 
tion, forage, saddles and camp equip- 
ment and numerous incriminating pa- 
pers were captured. 


The Boers lost six killed and 12 


wounded. The Torontos stood the gall- 
ing fire with admirable patience, never 
wasting a shot.

The Boer 
camp was surprised by this unexpected 
night march of which it had notrecelvad 
warning. The Free Staters did not at- 
tempt to defend their positions, but re- 
treated eastward, leaving Colesberg in 
possession of French's forces. 


This exploit brings the British troops 


within striking distance of Norval's 
bridge and Bootha's -drift. Apart from 
tha occupatten, Colesberg is an import- 
ant border town, and if the town can be 
held and the bridge and drift secured, 
two gates leading Into the Free State 
will be under British guard in advance 
of the arrival of General Roberts and the 
concentration of the Sixth and Seventh 
corps for the march upon Sprihglontein, 
the most important strategic point in 
the Orange republic. .

believe that Bartow S. Weeks has some 
surprise in store for the prosecution. 
Assistant District Attorney Osborno 
does not admit that such can be the case, 
but It Is apparent, nevertheless, that he 
is mare watchful of the legal tactics of 
the defense that he has been before. 
Mr. Weeks started In yesterday asking 
Cornish about tha hour of his return 
home from the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club on the night of Deo. 27,188B. Cor- 
nish acknowledged he waa mistaken in 
previous testimony as to the hour. The 
witness was compelled to run a gauntlet 
of questions regarding his relations with 
the various members of the household of 
Mrs. Adams. 


Cr,»nish testified that he could not re- 


member who first told him that Mrs. 
Rogers, the daughter of Mrs. Adams, 
had separated from her husband. He 
said that he went to Chicago In 1893, and 
that his wife obtained a divorce from 
him in March, 1897. Under a severe 
cross-examination he admitted that he 
knew a Mrs. Small; that she had died in 
1884; that her real name was Mrs. Pat- 
terson; that he had sent the woman to a 
hospital before she died, and that he had 
paid the expenses incurred in connection 
with her burial. Cornish, apparently 
irritated by the searching questions 
asked by Mr. Weeks, retorted. "You 
ought to know all about that. The phy- 
sician told your detectives all about it." 


Mr. Weeks asked Cornish if he had 


gone to Chicago to fl id out about what 
the detectives had done, Cornish ac- 
knowledged that he had. Cornish waa 
closely questioned concerning his visit 
to the offic* of Mr. Yocum, whom Cornish 
styled his "best friend." He was asked 
as to the route he took Ijj going from 
Yocum's office uptown on Dec. 23. This 
line of questioning was significant, as It 
developed the fact that Cornish passed 
the general positofflce, and that he had 
thus been jrivec. the opportunity of mail- 
Ing the poison package himself. Cornish 
never flinched, but acknowledged being 
In that vicinity on the afternoon of tha 
flay before ha received the fatal pack- 
age. 


Mr. Weeks next made the witness ac- 


knowledge discrspancies concerning the 
time of the receipt of the bromo seltzer, 
also errors In his statements to the 
newspapers as to the manner In which 
he wag dies&ed at the Adams apart- 
m*nts on tha morning of the murder. 
Cornish also acknowledged that at one 
time he thought Felix J. Gallagher wrote 
the Harpster letter. When Interrogated 
regarding certain statements given out 
to the reporters Cornish said that he had 
searched for manifold copies and notes 
at tha clubhouse, but they had been 
stolen. He denied offering to sell to a 
representative of the New York Journal 
for $1000 a story as to who sent the 
poison, but he acknowledged meeting 
the representative for the purpose of as- 
certaining who first gave Molineux's 
name to The Journal. 


Mr. Weeks got the witness to ac- 


knowledge that in 1897 he wore a white 
alpine hat with a black band, but he 
denied wearing a hat of this character 
during 189S. These questions were re- 
garded as significant chiefly because of 
the fact that a person wearing a hat 
of this description is known to have 
rented a private letter box and re- 
ceived letters which have figured in this 
case. 
Cornish testified that the con- 


nection between the poison package ad- 
dress and the handwriting of Molineux 
waa first mentioned by John D. Adams. 
He denied purchasing works on chem- 
istry in December, 1898. 


Assistant District Attorney Osborne 


again took Cornish in hand, and asked 
him whether he had ever heard Mr. 
Carvalho, the handwriting expert, say 
that Cornish could not have written the 
poison package address. 
Cornish said 


that he could not remember. 
When 


Cornish said that the poison box had 
been tied with a string Juror Edgar re- 


t marked that it must have been trans- 


ported as open mail matter. 
Mr. Os- 


borne thanked the Juror for the sug- 
gestion, and added that he would en- 
clc^'or to follow it up. 


Harry A. King, a broker, was next 


called to the stand. 
He testified that 


Cornish showed him th^ Christmas pres-

medical testimony, which the prosecu- 
tion had heretofore kept in the back- 
ground.

The reindeer experiment In 


furnishes a topic for Govorixr Brady 
in hie annual report, says a Washing- 
ton dispatch to the New York Post 
After reviewing Its history to some ex- 
tent and showing what valuable serv- 
ice the animals and their owners ren- 
dered to the government in the case of 
Lieutenant Jarvis* expedition to rescue 
the whalers at Point Barrow, the gov- 
ernor says that it is well ascertained 
now that there is pasturage for several 
million reindeer in northern Alaska. 
The government by ptirchaae and in- 
crease, has succeeded in getting about 
3,000 up to the present time. Lapland- 
ers have been Imported as instructors 
for the natives in herding the animals, 
which have been given out to mission- 
ary societies under certain conditions. 
One of the conditions Is that at the end 
of five years they are to return the 
number of reindeer intrusted to them, 
they taking their profit in the increase. 
The animals are prolific. 
Half the 


yearling does will have fawns at the 
end of their first year, and about half 
the fawns will live and come to matu- 
rity. The main question now is how to 
get more of the animals to breed from. 


Since the excitement at Cape Nome 


began the whites are beginning to un- 
derstand what utility there is to the 
reindeer. 
They compete so for the 


purchase of the skins for clothing that 
the price has risen from $1.50 to $8 
and $10 for a Bummer pelt The meat 
brought in from Siberia on. schooners 
has sold at $1 a pound. The draft ani- 
mala were used last winter In convey- 
ing government stores to Cape Nome 
and In hauling for the missionaries 
who have claims on Anvil creek. A 
miner named Summers, who has been 
prospecting in southeastern Alaska 
and various parts of the Yukon valley, 
says that he no longer cares for dog 
teams. During the last year he has 
had one stag deer, upon whose back 
he puts a load of 200 pounds. Togeth- 
er they take the trail for the place 
where he wishes to prospect All he 
has to do to provide food for his deer 
is to stake the animal out. The mosses 
are on the ground in abundance. 


A man with ten deer could strike out 


into a desert country and carry enough 
of an outfit to last him for a year, be- 
sides having the assurance that if hard 
put to it he could kill one or more of 
his deer for their meat. It is believed 
that if our western stockmen under- 
stood what cau be done with reindeer 
,they would put money and labor glad- 
ly Into raising them. At the present 
time trained animals can be sold for 
§125 a head at Cape Nome, although 
they can be raised for from |4 to $7 m 
head. 


Some interesting facts about the 


reindeer are contributed by W. A. 
Kjellman, who has been the superin- 
tendent of the government herd for 
several years. 
When not feeding or 


resting, they spend most of the time 
training their horns, which while in 
the velvet are very tender. By throw- 
ing their heads back on their shoul- 
ders they cause the horns to curve for- 
ward, but more of the work is done 
with 
their 
feet 
They 
continually 


stroke the horns with their hind feet 
to bend them forward. 
They start 


fresh prongs whence they please by 
kicking the tender shaft hi one spot 
till it bleeds, a bud starting from the 
wound, and in their efforts to i»aX6 
the horns on the two sides grow alike 
they roll their eyes around in their 
sockets in what must be a most com- 
ical manner. 


In s'pite of these efforts, they rarely 


have a perfectly symmetrical head- 
gear. One deer, which was blind in 
one eye, had such difficulty In training 
his horns on the blind side that they 
grew out in a very ugly shape. An- 
other deer, which received such an 
injury to its thigh aa to be unable to 
use ito hind feet successfully, let its 
horns grow up in straight shafts. 
It 


to of interest also to know that be- 
tween the toes of the hind feet there 
is an Q'l duct which enables an animal, 
when 'he sheds his horns, to keep the 
stumps well oiled by rubbing his feet 
over them. 


The Chuck Ohee reindeer, which 


have been purchased thus far by the 
government are smaller than some 
w»bich can be obtained in parts of Si- 
beria. The bureau of education is now 
trying to make arrangements with 
Russiaa merchants to sapply a num- 
ber of these larger animals and will 
buy probably*'as many as can be got 
for the money at its command.

In session at New Haven, and all had 
new and wonderful discoveries to re- 
late. 
But not one of them showed 


the wonder that the American Psy- 
chological society did—Arthur P. Grif- 
fith, a mathematical prodigy. 
The 


other day the two Yale savants of 
mathematics. Professors Andrew Phil- 
lips and W. H. Beebe, put the boy 
through his paces before a crowd of 
eager scientists. 
Never once did he

"I am the oldest of five children," 


Bald the youngster, who Is 19 and a 
native of MiLford, Ind. "My father is 
a stone mason and a poor man. I 
learned to count when I was 2 years 
old, and when I was 5 I could count 
up to 40,000. I know the multiplica- 
tion table up to 130, the cubes of all 
numbers up to 100 and the fourth pow- 
ers up to 20. I also know most of the 
multiplication table up to 1,000, but not 
all of It 


"There Is nothing mysterious about 


the way I work. First my knowledge 
of these tables helps me; second, I can 
see all the figures that are given to me 
menta'ly, just as if they were on a 
blackboard three feet away. 


"I have worked out a lot of rules for 


myself that make arithmetical opera- 
tions very simple. I can give you the 


j cube root of any number in four sec- 


onds and the square root In two sec- 
onds. I can multiply 15 numbers by 
any other 15 and carry them In my 
head." 


"What Is the cube root of 1,307,631?" 


asked a reporter of the New York 
World suddenly. 


"The cube root of 1,367,631?" retorted 


young Griffith. "Why, that's 111."

Professors W. L. Bryan and E.- H. 


I Llndley of the University of Indiana 


have brought young Griffith east. 


"He is a wonder," said Dr. Bryan the 


other night. "We discovered him last 
September when he came to the uni- 
versity. His people are very poor, and 
he is only fairly bright save in arith- 
metic. He has no disease. His won- 
derful ability lies In his prodigious 
memory and the tremendous stock of 
rules j:e has made for himself for 
shortening ordinary arithmetical op- 
erations. 


"He has a large number of short 


methods that he has worked out for 
himself. We find that he has worked 
out the complicated binomial theorem 
for himself—that great problem that 
Sir Isaac Newton gave to the world. 
Yet he has not done It by algebra, but 
by arithmetic. He has also worked out 
a number of the rules for rapid cal- 
culation that can be found In the high- 
er textbooks, though he has never had 
access to them. Other rules are of his 
own discovery. 


"For Instance, he knows the last two 


digits of all squares and cubes by 
heart. The rest he gets in his mind 
by approximation. We have tested him 
with the most delicate Instruments to 
determine his speed. For small opera- 
tions he is no quicker than you or I, 
but large ones he can do in his head 
while we are putting the numbers 
down on paper. For Instance, to mul- 
tiply 9,945 to the fifth power he does 
it in exactly 13 operations, while the 
ordinary method requires 336 different 
ones. 


"Other arithmetical wonders have 


declined to tell the source of their pow- 
ers or have been very hazy about them. 
But Griffith is free to tell all about It. 
He has a great many facts of arithme- 
tic in his head and many short ways of 
working. He expects to get out a book 
on It shortly. 


"He Is not In college—In fact, he 


could not pass the entrance examina- 
tions. Neither does he know anything 
of higher mathematics—logarithms, the 
calculus, geometry, algebra and the 
\ike. It is only numbers he knows.1'

boj that he is, with an ungainly body 
and big feet and hands. But he has n 
fine head and face and keen eyes.

RELIGION IN THE TRANSVAAL 


Religion* Spirit of tbe BCCF. Nonr- 


Idlicd by Old Testament Study. 
The following translation from The 


Lutherische Kirchenzeltung by The 
Literary Digest describes the religion 
of the Boers in the Transvaal: 


The state church of the Transvaal Is 


the Dutch Reformed, and to It belong 
the greater portion of the population, 
fully 50,000. The latest statistics ac- 
cessible give 18,100 adherents to othsr 
branches of the Dutch church, C,58l 
to the Episcopal (the figure Is now con- 
siderably higher), 3,866 to the Wesley- 
an Methodists, 3,000 to the Catholics 
and 1,600 to other Christian denomina- 
tions. These statistics are of the white 
population only. 


Not only the president, bnt alao the 


members of both legislative branches, 
must belong to the Protestant church. 
The meetings of the volksraad, or par- 
liament, must, according t'o law, be 
opened and closed with prayer. With 
the exception of a few special kinds of 
Inbor It Is strictly forbidden to do any 
work on Sunday. 


In_ general the Boera are characteris- 


ed by a pronounced traditional piety 
of the Reformed type. It IB chiefly 
nourished by tbe study of tbe Old 
Testament, especially of the historical 
books, and loves to employ and Imitate 
Old Testament examples and pictures. 
In a genuine Boer faintly tbe Bible lies 
upon tbe center table, and every day Is 
opened and closed with family prayer. 
A collection of sermons Is taken along 
when on a journey, and public services 
are attended regularly, even if at great 
sacrifice and trouble. 
As the farms 


are large and the people widely scat- 
tered public services can often be held 
at Irregular Intervals only, as one pas- 
tor often has charge of hundreds of 
square miles of territory. Great Inter- 
est Is accordingly attached to the regu- 
lar quarterly meetings, when not a 
member of the family, except the sick, 
falls to appear. On such occasions a 
vast multitude of wagons surround the 
church, and the celebration of the 
Lord's supper Is frequently followed by 
services that last for several days. The 
Boer regards himself as specially hon- 
ored if the dominie, for whom he has 
great respect, visits his house. Then 
the neighbors are called In, and public 
'services are held. 


The orthodox Boers are divided Into 


two communions, the Afgeschedene, or 
Doppers, who in their services make 
use of no hymns but the Psalms and 
who In general are of a stricter deport- 
ment than the second sect, who make 
use of other hymns. President Kroger 
belongs to the Doppers, and there can 
be no doubt of his earnest Christian 
convictions. 


ADVANCES IN SCIENCE. 


Discoveries 
In 
Anesthetic! An- 


nounced In New Haven. 


Three 
Important 
announcements 


were made at the other day's session 
of the 
convention of the scientific 


men at New Haven. Professor T. D. 
Aldricb. of Detroit described his new 
anaesthetic, chlorentone, a compound 
from chloroform and acetone In crys- 
tals, which can be administered inter- 
nally. It produces anesthesia without 
the injurious effects which come in the 
moments of lapsing consciousness un- 
der the inhalation process. Professor 
Scripture of Yale presented a state- 
caen of progress in producing anaesthe- 
sia by electricity. 


It is possible with his invention at Its 


present stage to deaden sense in the 
arm so that pins may be stuck In It 
without pain, says the New York Sun. 
He has not yet made the current effect- 
ive in the presence of moisture so aa 
to make It available in dentistry. 
Dr. 


Jay W. Seaver exhibited to the meet- 
Ing of the gymnasium directors a new 
measuring instrument to determine to 
the exactness of a millimeter the In- 
clination of the pelvic arch. 


Dr. W. G. Anderson urged the neces- 


sity of the appointment of a faculty 
supervisor of athletics In colleges, 
"such as "Walter Camp is to be for 
Yale," and also favored the require- 
ment of a careful medical examination 
of all athletes while? In'training and 
before every contest. Before the psy- 
chologists Dr. E. K. Thorndyke of Co- 
lumbia and Dr. E. S. Woodworth of 
Bellevue hospital reported on experi- 
ments on "The Influence of Special 
Training on General Ability." 


They concluded that such training 


leads to practically no gain In ability 
apart <"rcra the one particular line in 
which drill is given. Dr. Max Meyer 
of New York presented "Elements of a 
Psychological Theory of Music," a new 
musical method which depends on a 
scale of 11 related tones. 
Professor 


Sanford of the Yale department of mu- 
sic expressed himself as profoundly 
Interested in the working out of this 
new theory. Professor W. S. Monroe, 
before the Folklore society, traced 
the "Counting Out Rhymes of Chil- 
dren" as survivals of the mumbled 
charms of sorcerers among savage and 
barbarian peoples.

associations closed the other day.

CITY ALMONER'S REPORT 


Interesting Figures and Facts. The 


New Rule for the Hospital 


The annual report of QKy Almoner 


Ingraham has 
been completed, and 


shows the amount that It has cost the 
city to care for Its poor in the last 
year. 
The appropriation for outside 


relief was $8500, and of this a total of 
$8038.89 has been spent, 
leaving 
a 


balance of $461.11. The amount spent 
for the care of persons from here In 
Insane asylums has been $3379.58, while 
$1149.22 has been paid to the North 
Adams hospital for thecare of patients. 
For the city almshouse $4500 was ap- 
propriated 
and 
$4390.34 spent. 
For 


almshouse Improvements $500 was ap- 
propriated and $494 spent For Hillside 
cemetery 1963.30 of the $2000 appropria- 
tion has been spent, and for South- 
view $2456.60 of the $2500 appropriation 
has been spent. 


There have been 117 families aided by 


the department during the 
year, of 


which 78 had settlements here, 16 else- 
where, 
and 23 had 
no 
settlements. 


There were 557 persons aided, of whom 
336 had settlements here, 71 elsewhere, 
and 150 had no settlements. 


There were 25 persons from here 


cared for at the Northampton insane 
asylum and other outside institutions. 
Four children and one insane person, 
were, cared for in private families, and 
the total number of those aided was 
614. 
During the year there have been 


47 at the almshouse. 


An interesting feature of the report 


Is In its statement of the account with 
the hospital. This has been the first 
year in which the city paid the hos- 
pital $15 a week for each patient sent 
there. Care has been exercised in the 
sending of patients to the institution, 
and the city has paid to the hospital 
for the care of 27 patients $1149.22. Last 
year for the care of 37 patients the 
city paid a sum considerably less than 
this. For those patients who had no 
settlement here the city has paid $15 
a week, and received either $5 a week 
from the state or $7.50 a week from 
other towns where the patients might 
have settlements. 


In closing, the report makes two 


recommendations. One is an emphatic 
repetition 
of last year's report in 


recommending that the city extend the 
city water system to the city farm, 
attention is called to the lack of fire 
protection, and to the fact that this ex- 
tension would increa.-e the number of 
houses on South Ashland and Church 
street and that several who now live 
there would be glad to have water con- 
nection. The recommendation is also 
made that if those who own lots in 
Hillside cemetery will fix up the lots 
and set the headstones properly, the 
city should do the same work for those 
lots whose owners do not live in the 
city. It is suggested that the city do 
the work for those who live here at 
actual cost.

METAL 13 UTILIZED. 


Old HoMCBhou H»r R*mppM> mm Rjt- 


•on, and Battered Kitchen Stove* 
M«y Go Dp In 8ky»crnper»—Lucky 
Flndi In the Jnoluhopi. 
The other day I wandered Into & 


large yard containing great heaps of 
scrap Iron and old metals of different 
kinds. Workmen were sorting out the 
masses of rusty, misshapen and tan- 
gled metals, each of which evidently 
had Its particular value In the market. 
I wondered what became of all the 
castaway metal and what peculiar 
transformations It underwent In seek- 
ing some Information on the point 
from the proprietor of the place he 
said: 


"This business doesn't look aa If It 


possessed any elements of Interest, ed- 
ucational or romantic, and yet It has 
something of both of these. 
Now, 


there's an old horseshoe. 
It may 


shave a Mongolian In China, though 
what a Mongolian has to shave I don't 
clearly see. Of course It will be con- 
verted first Into a razor. I ship large 
quantities of these wornout horseshoes 
and wagon tires to the Celestial king- 
dom to be worked up Into razors, 
knives and other useful domestic arti- 
cles. The Chinaman engaged In this 
particular Industry gets 12 cents a day 
for his labor. These horseshoes and 
wagon tires are wrought Iron and are 
preferred to other forms of this metal, 
because they ore the most conveniently 
handled. 


"When you go across the bridge to 


the borough of Manhattan, you proba- 
bly notice some of the new 20 or 80 
story buildings going up there and the 
big Iron colemna and girders used In 
their construction. You probably think 
that those columns and girders are all 
new metal, but It Is likely that they are 
not 
They are scrap Iron, pure and 


simple, or may be mixed with some 
new ore In the melting and recasting 
of the scrap metal In the foundry or 
rolling mill where all the scrap goes. 
Your discarded kitchen stove may re- 
appear In one of the columns or gird- 
ers of a skyscraper. The owners of 
these lofty buildings may think they 
are getting new Iron material and may 
pay for It but they are probably not 
getting It 
Perhaps there Isn't much 


difference In the durability of the re- 
cast metal and the new. 


"When you ace riding In a trolley car, 


you may reflect that the m;tal In the 
axles of the wheels and In tie r.iilroad 
tracks may have formerly served In 
stove grates. 
Such are some of the 


new forme and uses which scrap metal 
assumes. 


"We dealers alight upon some strange 


finds among the old metal which we 
gather. 
I have at home six solid 


bronze plaques, as one of this class of 
finds, which I wouldn't take $73 for. 
I've also got at home an iron and 
bronze aquarium, another of these pe- 
culiar discoveries, which I wouldn't 
part with for $50. , 


"It Is curious to think how such valu- 


able articles get into such poor com- 
pany as scrap iron. Perhaps the orig- 
inal owners carelessly permit them to 
get mixed up with some old Junk 


| which they disposed of to the junk- 


i man who brings his collection of stock 


to us, or perhaps they deliberately 


!' throw them away 
through 
simple 


i weariness of their possesion. 
Then, 


j again, the artlclaa may possibly be 


stolen and sold to the junkman. 


"There are other Interesting finds we 


meet with in our business. Not only 
the common but the finer metals, such 
as Jewelry and silverware, fall Into our 


j hands. 
Possibly you've heard your 


wife remark one. day that there was a 
silver spoon missing, and she might 
suspect that the servant has stolen it 
But the truth is the spoon has acci- 
dentally gone astray and passed un- 
noticed Into the ash can or garbage 
tub and in the course of time, possibly, 
we pick It up o«t of tbe dumps.
